The agreement was never implemented and the 
war restarted after the Hutu president was killed in 
an unexplained plane crash. His allies began a sys- 


._ tematic slaughter of Tutsis and moderate Hutus. 


The two new deputy prime ministers are officials 
of the rebel Rwandan Patriotic Front. Twenty other 
Cabinet members also were sworn in, five of them 
rebel leaders. 

About 3,000 people watched the inauguration 
from the lawn of the parliament building, shattered 
by shells in fighting for the capital, Kigali. 

But in the far southwestern corner of the tiny cen- 
tral African country, the refugee flight continued. If 
all those moving through the southwest cross into 
Zaire, it would bring the number of Rwandans liv- 
ing in refugee camps in neighboring countries to 
about 3.5 million. Rwanda’s prewar population was 
about 8 million. 

Aid groups already are stretched to the limit in 
struggling to stave off starvation and disease. 

Rebel leader Alexis Kanyarengwe asked the 
refugees to come home. 


“There is peace,” he said. “No Rwandan should 


ever be a refugee again. There has been a lot of suf-. 


fering in this country and now the RPF has decided 
to work democratically to end Rwanda’s pain.” 

Since Sunday, an estimated 400,000 refugees have 
crossed into Kamannyola, Zaire, from the south- 
west border. 

About 300,000 more crossed the border farther 
north. Nearly 1 million Hutu civilians and soldiers 
fled into Goma, Zaire, from northwest Rwanda last 
week. 

Another 1.5 million Hutus were streaming toward 
the southwestern Rwandan border town of 
Cyangugu and believed to be headed for Bukavu,

The first exodus sent 350,000 people across the 
eastern border into Tanzania in late April. 

“The whole country is coming out of its borders,” 
said Panos Moumizis, spokesman for the U.N. High 
Commissioner for Refugees. 

“We feel absolutely desperate,” Moumtzis said. 
“Tt is impossible to cope with. What we really need 
right now is an enormous reaction, an enormous 
response” from international donors. 

Moumizis said the overall needs include 600,000 
blankets, 400,000 jerry cans for water, 200,000 rolls 
of plastic sheeting, 200,000 kitchen sets, 750 tons 
of soap and 30 prefabricated warehouses. 

The biggest needs are food and water. 

“Clearly, if we don’t have our act together in the 
next two or three days, we will witness an incredi- 
bly disastrous situation of famine on an unprece- 
dented scale,” said Daan Everets of the World Food 
Program. 

The rebels have taken all of the country except for 
a safe zone in the southwest established by the 
French military. 

The whereabouts of the Hutu government that 
appointed itself after the fatal presidential plane 
crash were unknown. But most of the officials are 
believed to be among those fleeing the country. 

“The people who mismanaged Rwanda are still 
around,” Kagame, the main rebel leader, said at the 
ceremony in Kigali. “We must be vigilant if we 
don’t want those people to do their bad work 
again.” 

It is not known how many Tutsis there were 
before the fighting, but they were estimated to com- 
prise about 10 to 15 percent of the population — or 
number about 800,000 to 1.2 million. It is not

2 men arrested - 
for transporting 
walleye fish —

Two Salt Lake men were arrested 
July 9 for transporting four 10-inch 
walleye from Jordanelle Reservoir, 
according to the Utah Division of 
Wildlife Resources. 

Officers are not sure where the men 
were headed with the fish or whether 
they intended to transplant them into 
another body of water. 

Accerding to a news release from 
the Division of Utah Wildlife, the 
walleye is an aggressive fish that out- 
competes trout for food and also 
thrives on smaller fish. This destroys 
the trout population, and in effect, the 
trout fisheries. 

Utah lakes designated for walleye 
fishing are Yuba Lake, Lake Powell, 
Willard Bay and Utah Lake, said 
Scott Root, Central Region 
Information and Education Manager 

_ for DWR. 

Illegal walleye introduction into 
other waters has been a problem since 
the mid 1980s, when people placed 
the fish in Deer Creek Reservoir, 
Root said. 

In 1991 Strawberry Reservoir was 
treated to remove the walleye popula- 
tion from the water, Root said. A nat- 
ural chemical, rotenone, was dropped 
into the tributaries to suffocate the 
fish. Then the reservoir was restocked 
with trout. Since then the reservoir 
has become one of the best trout fish- 
eries in the nation. 

“The Division of Wildlife Resources 
is not against the walleye,” Root said. 
“They're a great game fish. If you ate 
a walleye and a trout you would prob- 
ably like the walleye more.’

government forms for social security 
and income tax. 

Her employer neither admitted to 
the government that Becky was work- 
ing for the business nor paid her mini- 
mum wage until after she turned 16. 

Becky said the business had hired 
workers younger than 16 for years, 
partly because they didn’t have to pay 
minimum wage or taxes. She said she 
didn’t know if this was a common 
practice in Provo. 

Becky didn’t know then that child 
labor laws prohibit children under the 
age of 16 to work except under speci- 


fied conditions. College students, 
sometimes desperate for money, will 
often work under any conditions to 
keep their jobs. The federal govern- 
ment has made provisions for both 
hourly and contract employees. 
Employees can become aware of 
these rights to protect their personal 
safety and dollar interests. 

Utah is an “at will” state, according 
to the Utah Labor Commission. This 
means employers can hire or fire 
employees at will —- they don’t need 
to produce a reason or a discharge 
notice. State laws do not require holi- 


days, vacations or sick pay. There 
really are few state laws protecting 
individual workers, commission offi- 
cials said. 

But Mike Jones, wage-and-hour 
investigator for the U.S. Department 
of Labor, said there are federal laws 
for many state employees that protect 
individual rights.

WASHINGTON — Put away 
those plastic cards converting miles 
to kilometers. Stop trying to figure 


_ out how fast 100 kph really is. The 


nation’s highway signs aren't going 
tmhetric any time soon. 

In another setback for the 200- 
year-old effort to make the decimal 
measurement system a reality in the 
United States, the Clinton adminis- 
tration has quietly backed off plans 
to convert the signs by 1996. 

As part of a 1988 law to move 


government away from the English — 


system of gallons, pounds and feet, 
the Federal 
Administration had told the states it

might withhold their share of $18 
billion in road money if the signs 
weren't changed to metric by a 


30, 1996. 


But more than 2,200 people 
opposing the plan wrote the high- 
way administration. Several mem- 
bers of Congress introduced bills to 
abolish the sign change. Most cited 
the cost, estimated at some $200 
million nationally. 

“A majority of the negative 
responses Stated the funds to con- — 
vert the signs could be better used 
for repair of roads and bridges or for 
charitable purposes,” Administrator _ 
Rodney Slater said in announcing 
the decision in the Rederal Register

“Without hoarding pills, without making me a criminal, without putting a bag 
over her head, and without huddling in a van with a carbon monoxide machine, 
she had found a way to bring her life gracefully to a close,” he wrote in 
Wednesday’s issue of The Journal of the American Medical Association. 

In a hospital in her hometown of Middlebury, Vt., Virginia Eddy received 
morphine as needed to relieve any discomfort, said her physician, Dr. Timothy 
Gope.

The software for the next new system | is being 
installed and is projected to be completed by Fall 
Semester, Willey said. BYU is working with an organi- 
zation called University Microfilms (UMI) to install 
this system, she said. 

The new system will allow users to have access to the 
entire text of any article in selected journals on the peri- 
odical index at BYU or any of the other periodical data- 
bases that BYU has access to, Jordan said. 

A printout of the text will be available to library users 
for a small fee.

He also instrumented 
field sites to monitor ground motion 
and water pressure during earthquakes 
and documented conditions at many 
liquefaction sites. 

Youd joined the BYU civil engi- 
neering faculty in 1984. He has taught 
engineering mechanics, geotechnical 
engineering and earthquake engineer- — 
ing while continuing his research on 
earthquake-induced liquefaction and

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New fatty-food studies 
Should not be ignored 


BYU students need to take note of the recent bad food news and not turn 
their heads from a study that could help save their lives. It might not be such 
bad news after all. BYU students might think twice before approaching the 
Mexican food bar in the Cougareat. 

We’ve just received more bad food news about some of our favorite foods. 
Just when you had been scared away from movie popcorn by imagining it to 
equal at least 10 hamburgers, a new study was released, to try and scare us 
away from those Mexican food feasts. But, pay attention, this is all news 
that could benefit us. 

The news is: an order of beef and cheese nachos has as much fat as 10 
glazed doughnuts, according to the Center for Science in the Public Interest. 
The study reported that most entrees have more than a day’s worth of fat 
and salt. A beef chimichanga with beans, rice, sour cream and guacamole 
has as much fat as a stick of butter. The only safe thing is the fat-free salsa. 

This may seem like depressing news, but let it be beneficial on your choice 
of food next Saturday night. In the Provo/Orem area there are at least 19 
Mexican restaurants, plus those famous taco salads in the Cougareat. Taco 
Bell is a hot spot for BYU students, but it was one of the restaurants ana- 
lyzed for these studies. 

BYU students need to take note instead of turning their heads from these 
studies that could help improve their health. Many complain they want to 
ignore these studies so that they can enjoy their food. This might not be so 

- wise. : 

Another alarming study showed a bleak future for our health if we do not 
pay attention. It reported the average weight of American adults in their 
mid- to late 20s has jumped 10 pounds between 1986 and 1993. This is 
according to the University of Alabama epidemiologist, who found that the 
average weight of adults 25 to 30 in 1993 was 171 pounds, compared to 161 
in 1986. 

Maybe the jump is due to a lack of paying attention to the fat content in 
-our foods for so long. Instead of ignoring these studies and the new food 
and nutrition labels, we need.to apply them to our eating habits. One of the 
most common things BYU students do on the weekends is — eat. Just be 
careful what you bite into and don’t turn away so fast from those studies.

Walk through Paris, access hourly: 
weather satellite photos, hike the Y or 
read “Moby Dick” — you can.do it 
all from your computer monitor. 

All this and more is available 
through the computer internet labeled 
the World Wide Web. 

The Web is a relatively new world- 
wide-interactive internet providing 
users with information and activities. 
Some activities include an interactive 
frog dissection, a library of movies, 
various photo libraries and over 400 
complete novels. 

All it-takes to access the Web is an 
internet account and a computer hard- 
ware setup that works fast enough to 
manipulate the data. A good virtual 
picture display allows for pictures, but 
it is also possible to use the Web with 
only a text display. 

The Web is growing around the 
world. 

“Last year there were 1,000 Web 
sites,” said Paul Black, a doctoral stu- 
dent in computer science. “This year 
there are over 100,000. Web sites are 
doubling every two years.” ft 

Each site provides an index page 
titled a home page complete with pic- 
torial and iconic indexes to assist 
users in finding the desired informa- 
tion and activities. 

BYU has home pages available to 
Web users including an interactive 
campus map and campus tour. Several 
students in the computer science 
department also have their own home 
pages complete with favorite cartoons 
and autobiographies. 

“A home page is like a business 
card, it can provide you with your 
first contact with a person or an orga- 
nization,” Black said.

HUNTSVILLE, Ala. —Twenty-five 
years later, there is still pride in the 
voices of the engineers whose colos- 
sal rocket hurled Apollo 11 to the 
moon. 4 
But there is also disappointment 
over unfulfilled dreams and a tinge of 
bitterness over the way history has 
remembered the role of the rocket 
builders in that greatest of adventures. 
It was a Saturn 5, developed at 
NASA laboratories in Huntsville that 
carried Neil Armstrong, Buzz Aldrin 
and Michael Collins into space in 
1969. Twenty-five years ago today, 


Back at the Marshall Space Flight 
Center, rocket designers had the next 
target in their sights before Apollo 11 
had even returned to Earth. 

“First, back to the moon on a perma- 
nent basis and then on to Mars,” 
recalled Georg von Tiesenhausen. 
“We worked on that quite intensely.

Five more trips to the moon were 
completed after Apollo 11, but no 
lunar base. No Mars.

Serb leaders hesitate to accept plan; 
reject international peace mediators

PALE, Bosnia-Herzegovina — Bosnian Serbs hedged on 
fully accepting an international peace plan Tuesday, defy- 
ing the United States and other mediators who demanded 
clearcut approval. 

In a closed session, the Serbs’ self-styled parliament set 
conditions for full acceptance that would amount to a rene- 
gotiation of the entire plan, sources said on condition of 
anonymity. 

Mediators had threatened international reprisals if the 
plan was rejected. 

The international resolve to end the 27-month war could 
come unglued if the Russians, traditional Serb allies, insist 
that the Serb response not be rejected out of hand. The 
mediators are to meet in Geneva on Wednesday. 

The parliament of the Muslim-led government and 
Bosnian Croats accepted the plan Monday. 

Sources close to the Bosnian Serb leadership said the 
conditions included modification of maps to allow Serb 
access to the sea. 

The Serbs apparently also want a constitutional arrange- 
ment that would give them virtual autonomy in Bosnia and 
firm guarantees that U.N. sanctions against the Serbs’ 
patron, Yugoslavia, will be lifted. 

The result of the secret vote by the Serb assembly in 
Pale, 10 miles east of Sarajevo, was kept strictly confiden- 
tial so international negotiators could be informed first, 


Serb officials said. 

Lack of agreement on the peace plan could make the war 
flare up and force NATO and the United States to become 
more involved in the region. ; 

To push the plan through, its authors — the United 
States, Russia, Britain, France and Germany — threatened 
to tighten sanctions on Yugoslavia and exempt the Bosnian 
government from an arms embargo on past and present 
Yugoslav republics. 


Moreover, U.N. peacekeepers may be pulled out of . 


Bosnia if a settlement isn’t reached. 

Under the plan, Bosnia would be divided, and Serbs, who 
now hold 70 percent of the country, would be left with 49 
percent. Fifty-one percent would go to a Muslim-Croat 
federation, and the two parts would remain within Bosnia. 

Bosnian Serbs want to link their holdings with Serb-held 


parts of neighboring Croatia and Serbia proper to form a’ 


“Greater Serbia.” The peace plan would not permit that. 

A source at the assembly session said the Serbs claimed 
that if the mediators insisted on a clear “yes” or “no,” the 
plan would have to be put to a referendum. The overall 
sentiment against the plan in Serb-held lands would cer- 
tainly result in rejection. 

In their formal response, the Serbs requested the interna- 
tional community “respect and protect the minimum of 
Serb national state interests,” the Bosnian Serb news ser- 
vice SRNA quoted the Serbs’ self-styled information min- 
ister, Miroslav Toholj, as saying. 


Clinton opens door to health care compromise

firm demand of coverage for all 
Americans and urged Congress to 
stay in session until a reform plan is 
passed. 

Taking a conciliatory approach in 
what had been billed as a showdown 
with Senate GOP leader Bob Dole, 
Clinton also said he could abandon 
his plan’s requirement of employer- 
provided insurance — if another way 
could be found to cover most 
Americans. 

After Clinton’s speech to the 
National Governors’ Association, 
White House aides hurried to counter 
any impression that the president was 
yielding ground on any major goals. 
But they acknowledged a shift from 
demanding coverage of all Americans 
to putting the country on the track 
“toward universal coverage,” as 
Clinton put it. 

“He’s inching our way,” Dole sug- 
gested. 

Clinton said he agreed with Dole on 
one point — that Congress should 
forgo its scheduled August recess if 
necessary to complete work on a 
health-care bill. 

“All I ask in these closing weeks of 
the debate is that we take the political 
air out of the balloon and ask our- 
selves: What will work for ordinary 
Americans?” Clinton told the gover- 
nors. 

After more than a year of insisting | 
on guaranteed coverage for everyone, 
Clinton said he realized no plan could 
do-that. He didn’t say what he would 
settle for but did assert that “you’ve 
got to get somewhere in the ballpark 
-of 95 percent” to guarantee cost con- 
trols and other components critical to 
national reform.
